To repeal some of the laels; Ueo owns 
Locksmith Ledger magazine, as well as Simplex, PPI h 
Dominion, Taylor, and other divisions- The instructor 
leaching the seminars to True Value stores is listed in Ileo's 
literature as Sieve Spiwuk, who is also Features Editor of 
Locksmith Ledger. 

The seminars being offered free lo True Value hardware 

Stores by Ueo are sis hours long, offering [mining in the 
following topics: key blank identification, duplication, 
generation; lock disassembly and reas.^rnbly; plu^ rcmovaJ 
techniques;, including cylinder shimming and lock picking; 
methods for rcpinniug cylinders including keying alike, 
fceyiTijr different and master keying, and how to charge for 
these locksmith services. 

Lcl me be very clear here. 1 do not think mere is anything 
wrong with hardware stores learning how to key locks alike* 
or even with manufacturers and wholesalers selling lo 
hardware stores. That will not radically change (he income of 
any locksmith, It is the comprehensive nature of the II Co 
seminar teaching a wide range locksmith services which is 
behu: questioned by many lock smiths .Oilier companies arc 
helping hardware stores learn to sell product. No problem, 
But, I believe Ilco is teaching them to scll/uff locksmith 
service. That is the problem, 

Recently, I interviewed several people who have first hand 
knowledge of the. Tlco seminars. I spoke with True Value 
personnel who attended a seminar held in Georgia during 
July. Before we proceed, I must Male that the individuals 1 
spoke with were interested in bettering their own businesses, 
and I consider them to be fine people. No one can blame 
them lor wanting lo take advantage of this "profit building" 
opportunity offered lo them, 

Scott Hobbs is Assistant Operations Manager, Kotter & Co. 
(True Value's distribution system), Atlanta Regional 
Distribution Center, Hobbs is an executive at the Kotter 
warehouse where a seminar was presented to a tout *<) Tnn; 
Value stone personnel. Following is an interview with Mr. 
Hobbs, 

TNI,: Did the guys enjoy the seminar? 



Hobbs: "Everybody there seemed to l>e really into il. They 

Look a hands-on approach and everyone got into it." 

TNL: Will this allow True Value Hardware to offer realty 
effective locksmith service with this kind of training? 

Hobbs: "I would say so. What I understand now is that they 

are looking to pul on a more advanced seminar as well. This 
was just the Lip ol the iceberg. Remember that most of the 
people there were totally new to the locksmithing 
environment. This was just a Stepping stone." 

TNL: Were there tools for the people to use? 

Hobbs: "Each person that attended die seminar was provided 
with a set of tools and a pin kit. They were not given lo us, 
but we used them for the duration of ihe seminar. There were 
all kinds of order forms available lo place orders for die tools, 
including hand tools and Jock picks., .the whole gamut of 
tools w r e used there at the seminar/ 1 

TNL: How did the people react to the lock picking? 

Hobbs: "It w r as fun, it was a challenge. Everybody really got 
into it. It got to be a real competition between different tables 
of people. We got to have a bit of a contest. It was a Jul of 
fun."

Beginner's Corner 

Dear Marc: 

I just read Gene Gentry's article in 
this month's issue of The National 
Locksmith on the subject of rc-keying 
Kwikset. The article was super and I 
am sure many readers appreciated it. 
This h the type of baric articles that [he 
new Locksmith can really use. I still 
consider myself 3 newcomer 10 (he 
craft, even though J have been doing 
Egcksjnijhingpart time since 1979, Last 
yCar 1 retired from my prior career and 
started loeksmilhmg full time I wish J 
had your article a few years ago; as T 
could have saved myself some time. I 
had to leant most things Like this the 
hard way. 

It look me a long time lo realize that 
the end of the Kwikset tool was perfect 
for pushing the C clip off. 

I am working on my own in an area 
of about 12 lo 13 thousand homes in 



adult communities. The majority of 
them have the Kwtkset 4f)C) type 
knobsets, so I gc.\ :i lor of re-keying :i:nl 
replacement work. Also a lot of 
insulation of 660/665 dcadbolts. I just 
wanted lo add a comment or two on the 
information in the article. 

] have a simple solution to the 
common question of dumping pins: vs 
plug follower use. On Kwikset in 
particular, 1 always dump the pins and 
Springs arid replace- tficm with new. One 
reason I do this is because the covet i.s 
so easy to remove, unlike sonic types 
thai are slaked. The second reason is 
that most of these locks were installed 
by a single builder and are still 
masterkeyed. The third reason is thai I 
feel that part of re-key in p r is to clean the 
cylinder (especially of all the graphite 
lhat has been squirted in by well- 
meaning homeowners.) 1 feel that the 
cosl of five pins and springs (assuming 
the hoi torn s are being replaced anyway) 
is noi worth the time spent examining 
[hem for condition. 

The removal of the cylinder with the 
removal tool also caused me some 
problems until I realized that rather than 
rapping die uiol J3gj3insi the spring dips, 
a slight push in on the cylinder before 
pushing on the tool will cause the clips 
to release very easily. 

As [ said before, articles like yours 



arc good because ihey deal with some 
of the hardware thai a beginning 
locksmith will work with, as opposed to 
the expensive commercial installations.

J have seen the type of work 
they do n such as filing plugs and pins 
because they don 'l have the correct 
tools or parte to work with. 

No one can be taught the locksmith 
trade in sis hours! We also think that 
lock picking should not be taught 
outside the locksmith trade. We 
locksmiths have a hard time oow 
competing against the home centers. 
The local True Value Hardware Stores 
arc everywhere. This will c!Tea all 
locksmith companies large and small in 
their ability to make a living. 

This idea by II eo Unican will effect 



the locksmith wholesaler. Because the 
True Value hardware stores will buy 
their product from their own network of 
distribution centers, and not from a 
locksmith wholesaler as wc do. Lids will 
also have a large effect on our 
wholesalers. And may ever] put some of 
them out of business. 

Wc arc also opposed to the Audit 
Bureau of Circulations eliminating the 
Hardware category. We arc locksmith^ 
not hardware stores..

Recently 1 was called lo unlock a 
condominium for a customer that 
Socked bis keys inside, 1 showed up at 
Lhe address he gave me. After cheeking 
his TJX and making sujc ii was his 
residence, 1 walked up to lhe luck dial 
was on his front door. The Jock was a 
heavy duty Sehlage, with a six pin plug, 
1 attempted Lo pick it, hut had no luck, 
The only other I could think of getting 
in was by drilling the lock. This would 
cause a problem, because I did not have 
a replacement cylinder with me. 

This, was when T got an idea. 3 
walked around the building and noticed 
he had a patio door. I attempted lo lift 
die door H hoping to bypass the lock and 
enter, hut the lock would not disengage 
from the strike, T decided to try the 
following method. Tt worked like a 



etiarm, and I was in within minutes. 

First, T toped two Slim Jims together 
so they totaled abouL 4' in length. This 
was slightly longer than the width of the 
door. Second, T tied dental floss to one 
end of the two Slim Jims (about 5 "-6"), 
Third, I pulled the patio door out 
toward mc, just enough to slide the 
Slim Jims between tike lwo doors. (Slide 
the end inside that the string is lied to.) 
Nest, I pushed the Slim Jims in h until 
they reached the locking lever, and 
holding die string with one hand, I was 
able to wiggle the Slim Jim, so as to 
wrap the string around Lhe locking 
Lever, After the string was securely 
wrapped around the lever, I held lhe 
string and Slim Jims, in (he same hand, 
and pulled downward. This pulled the 
lock lever to the unlocked position, 
Some locked doors may putl up instead 
of down to reach the unlocked ijosition. 

Alter gaining access with the 
method T just explained^ you have the 
perfect opportunity to sell your 
customer on additional patio door 
Locking security.

Now look inside the door. Adjacent 



to ihe. door lock retaining elip is a hard 
rubber support, formerly held in place 
by the trim clip screw. Remove this 
loose support. The lock retainer is now 
accessible. Remove it and service the 
lock in (he usual manner.

Fve been servicing 8 -Line Sargent 
entry lockscis for IK years, and recently 
Juid my fir si request to convert one to a 
store room function. The method I used, 
allows a simple return to the entry 
function, if desired. 

When the lock button is pushed in t 
the push rod, inside the knob, is 
extended l/4 h \ thereby locking the outer 
knob. The push rod has a short head on 
the end s with a. reduction in size behind 
it, (See illustration 3 J) T used the soft 
thin metal from a push -on electrical 
wire lug, and pressed it into die recess 
behind the head, molding it evenly 
around the. shaft. This blocks the shaft 
from returning to the untocked position.

Lubricate the 
lock welt, insert Lhc customers key,, and 
vibrate the lock, just as if you were 
picking it with R&D's pickscL The pins 
will pop upward, and open the lock. 
The vibration also loosens broken 
bu/./crs and other foreign matter lying 
in Ihe bottom of the lock if used before 
trying the customer's key.

When in reference to a 
Mosler unit, a safecracker can be 
delighted if it only lakes two hours 
longer than c spec Led. A Mosler 
opening where e very r Kin [\ f,oes 
correctly is almost unheard of and is 



unknown to me, This, however, was the 
exception. 

First, let me sing the praises of 
Mosler. They have, for many decades h 
manufactured lL iop of the line" safes h 
vaults, and money chests, They have 
been in the bank equipment line for tine 
hundred years or so. Their name is to be 
feared and rcspwiccL Tn fact, I have on 
my business card imprinted HH I ain't 
afraid of NO Mosler."

1 correctly surmised that someone 
else had worked on this unit and had 
replaced ihe combination lock, dial and 
spindle, Th^. customer informed me that 
Ihe lock was working correctly, but the 
safe would not open, I tried the 
combination. It did work currccllyj hut 
the handle would eioi move once ihe 
combination holt was retracted and the

dial stopped on number 95. 

Just from the external investigation, 

1 knew that the relocking device had 
been activated and was keeping the 
bolt work from moving to the open 
position. A rcloek trigger is internal to 
the lock, and a rclocking device is 
external. 

The real giveaway to the positioning 
of this lock (vertical up) is the distance 
between the handle and [he center of 
the dia]. On Moslcr units like this, the 
distance is exactly 4". The handle on 
this unit was a squared off Moslcr 
handle, mounted horizontally.

of the Guide to Safe Opening (In the 
sec Lion devoted to Mosler safes and 
chests) the rclocking device is adjacent 
to and parallel with the combination 
lock body. A plate that fits over ihc 
back of the lock holds the metal rod in 
place with the case cover screw holes. 
If the dial is punched, the plate moves 
and the rod springs up to block the 
movement of die opening ho Ms. 

As relockers go, [Ins one is simple to 
figure out. Dave gives some 
measurements in his hook on the 
Location and die best place to drill to 
deactivate,, huL in the future,, 1 would 
add about 1/8 inch to the first 
measurement, and about 1/2 inch to the 
second or VU measurement. In this 
location you can drill outside the SAG 
dial ring and not have to replace it when 
repairing your drilled hole. 

The theory of opening this unit is to 
drill for the rod and push it down to 
release the boltwork. That is the theory. 
Once at the rod, how does one push it 
down, or even drill \i into two pieces? 
The answer sprang to mind as soon as 1 
saw ihc rod. 

First, I drilled through about two to 
three inches of soft steel until I met the 
smooth Mosler haidplatc. I then got out 
my Lee drill rig and Strong Arm drill 
bits to make it through Ihc rather 
formidable smooth and non-Rclsom 
hardplate. Another 1/4 inch of soft steel 
and I was at the rod, almost perfectly. 

When you drill through inches of 
metal and hard plate, and hand drill, 
sometimes you do not come out at 
exactly the correct place. That is why 1 
added a little to the recommended 
measurements, not for everybody, but 
for myself. 

Once I made my hole into the inner 
sanctum at any measurements, I was not 
happy to see just the edge of die rcloek 
rod at the left side of the hole. I could 
not get a grip on it, punch it, or move it 
down. It did move when 1 tried the 
handle, so 1 was confident that my 
hypothesis was correct about it being 
the culprit and keeping the unit locked. 

The solution so the opening and 
pushing ihc bar down came in a flash of 
insight. I put I he drill back in the hole, 
pushed the reverse button on the drill 
motor, leaned into the drill bil> put 
upward (clockwise) pressure on the 
opening handle and turned on ihc drill. 
The drill bit turning backwards grabbed 
the locking rod h moving it downward 
enough to get the handle up and die safe 
opened. 

I had used the drill bit to supply the 
Contiituad y r? page 28 
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downward movement. If I had drilled 
the hole and the rod was to the left of 
[he edge of the hole, I would have used 
the bit turning clockwise lo move the 
rod downward. 

I was anxious to see what the 
problem was with the re Locker and jutf. 
why it had been set oil. I was rather 
dismayed at the answer. The person 
who had replaced ihe combination lock, 
dial and ring bad not bothered to 
modify the relocker plate for the S&G 
lock. This plate was held on by only 
one case cover screw, When the screw 



became loose, it allowed the relock 
retainer Lo move and set off the oulci 
relocker. 

I can't understand why anyone 
would let this happen. To retrofit the 
lock in the first place, the safe 
technician had to drill and tap for Lbe 
block bolt that fit on Lhc end of the 
regular combination bolt, {See 
illustration 1.) After doing all this 
work, all he had to do was to drill 
another 3/16" hole in the retainer plate 
and the relocker would not have been 
set off. 

On Mosler covers, the two back 
cover screws arc located at about 10 
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Blocker Boll (ariached to end of 

comb/ lock boll)

and 4 o'clock, while (in S&G, LaGard h 
and other combination locks* the screwy 
are located across from each other at 9 
and 3 o'clock on vertical up (VII) 
locks. 

To correct the mistake made by the 
previous person who replaced the lock, 
T just drilled a new hole in lhe retainer 
cover and used a screw with a lock star 
washer (8/32) in the second cover screw 
hole. {See ittiLMrauon 2.) This held die 
relocker in perfect position. I filled and 
ground down the hole 1 had made in the 
door with a hardened slccl die pin % and 
all was; well.

country with newsletters and the 
national dub publishing a monthly 
magazine, the RondaL 

While admittedly the BMW is not 
encountered every single day by every 
locksmith, it is apparent that just as 



many locksmiths are intimidated by the 
BMW and are reluctant to attempt 
service of any kind other than 
duplicating a key. Our experience 
shows lhal there are shops who do not 
even stock a minimum of BMW key 
blanks. As evidence of this, wc 
regularly receive locks from BMW 
owners al] over the country because ihc 
local locksmith would no3 attempt 
service of any kind. 

Wc recently received a phone call 
from an owner who had moved from 
Boston to a less urbanized area of the 
country and was having trouble with the 
passenger door Lock. Two locksmiths in 
the area refused to do more than try the 
old WP40 solution on this 1972 
Conttnutid $n po^o 42 
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Bavaria which had no effect on the 
operation of the lock. Ii could be ttiat 
the locksmiths encountered by this 
owner were reluctant to service the lock 
due to the "dimple" key used. If the 
correct key is available there should he 
no problem with servicing Lhc Jock 
became it is a pin tumbler mechanism, 
although great care must be taken in 
disassembly. 

Since many of these BMW owners 
are very adept at performing much of 
their own mechanical work and know 
by loving touch every nut arid boll on 
Lheir automobiles* we advised the 
owner to remove the lock and ship it, 
along with a spare key, to us for service. 
He did and we did and another S35,00 
went in the- till to help make [he 
mortgage payment. In the event that an 
e?ura key had not been available we 
would have created one by code. 

The main point here is that we have 
been doing a lot of work thai could just 
as easily have been done by one of you 
reader?; if you just learn how to do it 
yourself, In this article we will try to 
help you learn! Let's start with key 
blanks and model numbers. 

First you must understand that 
German engineers arc an ingenious 



bunch and that changes can occur in 
any model year if they will further 
enhance the automobile. Also, the only 
thing that you can count on as being 
const stent is the inconsistency wiih 
which j hey do things. It seems ihai the 
rule is; "If it will make it heller, change 
it," Second, all dales given are 
approximate to the very best of our 
research. 

The earliest BMW's imporicd into 
this country were the 1602 and the 2002. 
These cars were produced from l^fVft 
unul 1976 and there arc still a lot of them 
on the roads today. Don f t be intimidated 
by lhc model numbers on BMW's. The 
160 of 1602 means thai die engine has 
1600 cc displacement The 2 mcajis that 
it is a two door. The 200 of the 2002 
means thai lhc engine has 2000 et: 
displacement and also die 2 means I wo 
door There are other mode] numbers in 
the 1600 and 2000 series but the locks 
arc all essentially the same. You may also 
see an IK00 scries which is a four door 
version, and you may see various letters 
such as CS (Coupe Sport). 

A two key disk tumbler system is 
found on ail of these models with one 
key operating the doors and ignition 
and Hie other key the trunk and glove 
box. (Set photograph 2.) The door- 
ignition locks are double bitted with

this, however, find out if the owner has 
been using two keys, one for the door 
and one for the ignition, There ':>. no 
need £o pull [he door lock if you are 
going to have to pull the ignition also, 
utiLcSM the owner wants [he doors and 
Ignition keyed alike. This is what we 
suggest and usually do. 

Many times ihcse cars are being 
restored and the owner warns to 
preserve the original system \i possible. 
Removing the dijor panel is straight- 
forward e\eept for the round turn knob 
which controls the wing window. (See 
photograph J.) You will have to fashion 
a. hook from stiff wire and fish behind 
the knob for the center irim access hole. 
You will be able to feel the end of the 
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hook slide into the hole, when ii does, 
pull ant! the center (rim will pop out 
exposing the screw which holds the 
knob in place. 

The door pull has three holding 
screws, one ai the forward end under 
the chrome trim (this just slides hack) 
and [wo at the lower end. The inside 
door latch handle screws arc also 
covered with chrome trim. Remove this 
by popping k out from the wide end. 
From here on, the panel is held in place 
with wire clips but use care in popping 
Lhcm out. These cars are old and the 
clips could be rusted in place, and you 
sure don T t want lo damage the pancL 

With the clips removed the panel 
lifts up and out of the window channel. 
The exterior handle, {see photograph 
4} T is held in place by a screw at the

front of (be handle which is now 
accessible from inside die door and a 
screw at the rear of the handle which is 
visible on the outer edge of the door. 
The code will be stamped on the lock 
body or maybe on the cam. For service 
of the lock remove; the cam retaining 
screw and the return spring and slide 
the plug out of the handle. If you are 
acquainted with VW's you will 
recognize an immediate familiarity, 

Due to the age and the possibility 
that the ignition has been changed there 
is a chance that the door code will not 
match the ignition. As previously 
mentioned , ask and you may Find out in 
advance that the ignition will; have to be 
removed. With the shroud removed you 
will see a retainer pin towards the front 
Of the bolt housing, Drill nest to the pin 
and pry it out with an awl or other sharp 
pointed instrument. The cylinder will 
now pull out of die housing. The cam 
on this lock is slaked in place and great 
care must be use-d in removing it. 

With the cam removed the plug will 
slide out of the cylinder body for 
service. If you should happen to break 
one of the ears on the cam it can 
probably still be used since it isn't

Trunk locks arc secured from I ho 
inside by a bezel nut which is easily 
removed. Clean ihese locks thoroughly 
since the grease which is put in then] 
when they were new is now thick and 
dirty and will cause very sluggish disk 
action. These arc push to open type 
locks and arc disassembled by 
removing a WaldCS-LypC reiaincr ring 
from the tulip ^f the housing. This 
retainer can be seen in photograph 
seven. Do tin's with care as there is a 
strong spring underneath the thrust

file enough to allow the cam to move. 

When replacing the cam; stake the 
retainer in place. The chrome cover 
surrounds mosl of the disks on these 
trunk locks and must he removed for 
complete access to ehe disks. This must 
he tlone very gently since you will have 
a difficult lime replacing it. 

You will find two dimple stakes. 
laterally opposed from each other at the 
front of the cover, (Sm photograph 9.) 
Drill these stakes out* very carefully 
and very .shallow and then work the 
cover off the plug which gives access to 
the wafer disks. (See photograph JO.) 
With a fine file dress the area of the 
cover where you have drilled. This 
cover is. a tight fit and any burrs will 
make it difficult to replace.

The next model BMW imported into 
the US was the Bavaria. This, car is 
essentially the same as the 1 602-2002 



with some major improvements. 
Manufactured from 1970 until 1975 this 
car featured one of the first high 
security type locks and keys for 
automobiles utilizing a master and valet 
key. 

As mentioned earlier ihc Fkivaria 
locks are double bitted pin tumbler and 
the reversible keys* Sika FBI and 
PB1P n Errebi PCI and PE1P, Borkcy 
1000 and 1Q00P, are drilled instead of 
cut, All of the kicks are coded wiih (he 
code slumped into the lock cylinder 
except that the trunk lock code will be 
found on the thrust washer. If the code 
is not visible, remove the dirust washer 
as described above and it will be on the 
reverse side. 

The design of the Bavaria master- 
valet system is that die master key has 
more battings than the valet key and the 
trunk lock has more bitting (pins) than 
the door and ignition locks. A valet key 
can be made into a master key by 
adding Lhc additional cuts. But, a 
milling type- key duplicating machine is 
needed for cutting these keys. An 
emergency master key can be made 
from a Valei with a bench or hand drill. 

Ignition lock removal was made 

somewhat easier on the Bavaria by

he locksmith, like most tradesmen, 
is called on lo dritl a wide variety 

of different materials, on a regular 
basis, When installing a lock set in a 
me Lai or wood door, the dOO* must be 
drilled to accept the Jocksct. If a lock 
ma I Tunc Lions, a rid Cannot be picked or 
opened with el key, i| must be drilled. A 
safe that has been vandalised will need 
a lew holes drilled in its case to allow 
the locksmith to neutralize reloekcrs or 
force hade Lhc bolts. 

How many examples can we all 
think of, supporting the need for holes 
in almost any material? I read 
seme where that 80% of (he metal that is 
removed in the world, is cut by the 
common twist drill. Yet, common as ihe 
twist drill is, very few people have even 
a basic understanding of the complex 
geometry of the cutting edge. 

By understanding a few of the basic 
principles of die twist drill, you will be 
able to easily sharpen and maintain lhc 
cutting edge. Drills after all, arc tools. 
Re-sharpening ihem h as a regular 
maintenance procedure, will greatly 
prolong their useable life, and increase 
die profitability of your investment. 
Understanding the proper geometry of 
the cutting edges will allow you to 
easily and quickly sharpen most 
common bits. A properly sharpened 
drill will cut faster, with less pressure, 
and leave a elcimcr hole than a drill that 



is dull or improperly sharpened. 

If getting more holes per drill bit, or 
drilling holes faster and with less 
pressure is important to you, then you 
will find some information in this 
article (hat will be of real interest. 

What common terminology 
describes the various pans of a drill bit? 
How do the angles of lhc cutting edges 
effect the performance of the drill? 
Where does a drill hit get dull, or wear 
most 1 ? What special equipment do I 
need to sharpen drill hits? Who 
manufactures drill sharpening 
machines? 

Before we geui intelligently discuss 
Uie [TKLLTitennncc of lhc cutting edge, we 
need a common terminology for the 
various parts of a drill Illustration one 
shows a common metal cutting iwist 
drill. The drill is divided inio two parts t 
the body and the shank. The body of the 
drill is the fluted portion that docs Lhc 
actual drilling. The shank of Lhc drill is 
designed to be clamped in a drilling 
machine. The shank can be straight or 
tapered, die same diameter as the drill 
bit n or it can be reduced in si^c to fit 
into a standard 1/4 11 or 1/2" drill chueL 
There are many difFbrenl configurations 
fori he drill shank, 

There Eire two flutes in the body of 
the drill bit. They arc designed to carry 
the chips from the bottom of the hole 
(rip of the drill) to the surface. The drill 
shown is a right hand drill. Right 




rotation of the body will cause dac ciup 
to be ejected from Hie hole. Left hand 
i wis: drills will have the spiral in the 
reverse direction, for left hand 
operation. 

The helix angle of the drill is 
determined by the material being 
drilled, the depth of the hole, and the 
type of chip lhc material and cutting 
edge is. producing. As a rule, soft 
materials like copper, brass + tmd plastic 
will produce a long chip > making a slow 
twist or low helix bit more desirable 
Most niacbiucablc sLecls will make a 
curly chip, which will not always 
follow up the flute. A standard helix bil n 
like the one shown in illustration one is 
the best choice for general purpose 
drilling, Cast iron and hardened steels

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flake or powder, causing "packing" 

problem at the lip of the bit. A higher 
helix angjc will eject the chips more 
efficiently in this material. Concrete 
drills, most commonly carbide tipped, 
have a very high helix angle, to eject 
the very fine chip or dusL Standard 
helix drills arc the be si choice lor 9^ 
percent of the materials a locksmith 
encounters. 

Illustration two shows ihc tip of a 
drill bit. You can sec that the drill 
diameter or body diameter is measured 
across liie margins of the bit. The point 
angle is usually given as Ihc included 
angle of (he tip. Though in ere are any 
number of angles that a drill can be 
ground to h ihcre are only two common 
point angles that art more or less 
standard; they are I IK degrees arid 135 
degrees. The 113 degree point, shown 
in illustration two is a genera) purpose 
point. A flatter point, with a 135 degree 
point angle would he more appropriate 
for ahoy steels, The armor pi ale found 
iii TL rated safe doors and bodies is an 
alloy plate steel, A properly sharpened 
1/2" high speed drill bit will penetrate a 
1" steel safe wall in about two minutes. 
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In illustration three we see an end 
view of the drill, from, the point. As we 
look ai the point of the drill, we can see 
the two cutting edges. The "lips" of the 
Llrill point do all the cutting. The 
'land/' sometimes called Ihe "surface 
of the point," is that portion of ihc drill 
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behind the lip. When a drill is 
sharpened, this is the surface that is 
ground away. 

A "margin" creates a clearance for 
Lhc drill. The "margin diameter^ or 
"body diameter," is. measured at the 
outside of the margins. The body 
diameter is reduced behind the margin, 
to create a clearance. The "clearance 
diameter" is made slightly less dsan Ihe 
"body diameter," to allow the drill to 
cut more freely. 

A "chisel edge" is formed by the two 
lands as they meet at the center of the 
drill. The chisel edge does not cue, hut 
moves the material being drilled away 
from the center, to be removed by the 
cutting lip and carried away by the 
flutes of the drill. 

The "web" is the material at the 
center of the drill that gives the bit its 
strength, most modern drill bits will 
have a web that increases in thickness 
toward the shank of the bit, This adds lo 
the strength of the drill. 

That pretty much describes the 
important pans of the drill and drill 
point* but in order for a drill to perform 
properly, it must he sharpened properly. 
There are three major points that muss 
be carefully watched as you begin 
sltarpcning drih bits. They arc; the point 
angle, the lip length, and the relief 
angle. 

Illustration four shows a common 
two flute drill point. You will notice 
that the point angle is being measured 
from the ccnier line of the drill body, 
lliou^h a point an^le for a drill is fciven 
as the "included angle" of the lip, the 
angle is measured from the center of the 
drill bit. r lhe angle which the lips make 
to the cenLcr of the drill hiL, Labeled ' 4 A- 
1" and "A-2" in the illustration, must be 
equal for the bit lo operate properly. Jf 
the lip angles arc not equal, the bit will 
cut chips of unequal thickness, causing 
(he bit to dislort as it enters the material 
being drilled. The bit will cut an 
oversized hole, thai is not siraight and 
true, The hole will take the form of a 
"helis." or corkscrew. If you are drilling 
the hole to accept a shaft, you will find 
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that ihe hole measures uversi/.c, but will 
not accept the straight shaft. 

The lip lengths, labeled L-l and L-2 

in illustration four are the second major 
point that must be watched, For the drill 
to make a round true hole of the correct 
si*e, the lip lengths must be kept 
exactly equal. If one lip is longer than 
the other, the bit will cut on only the 
longer lip, The opposite lip will not 
make chips. The hole will be oversized 
and not round. The loading of the bit, 
caused by the cutting of the material, 
will be off center, causing the drill point 
to wobble in the hole. 

The relief angle of the drill point is 
where most beginners drop the ball. 

The common relief angle for most 
drilling applications will be between 3 
degrees and 12 degrees. If the relief 
angle is or less, the bit will ru>t cut. If 
the relief is loo much, the point will 
take too much material, causing the 
chips jo be too thick. 

Over stressing, the bit may cause it to 
shatter in the hole. As you remove 
materia] behind the lip, to relieve the 
cutting edge, the lip becomes more and 
more fragile. This can cause the comers 
of the bit to shatter. The land behind the 
lip gives support so the cutting edge, 
buttressing it against the force of the 
chip, as it is parted or ripped from the 
malerial being drilled. A second benefit 
of die material behind the cutting edge 
is mat it carries heal away from ihe c 
cutting edge. If we relieve the cutting 
edge too much, the heat generated by 
the chip separating from the material 
being drilled, will melt the point of our 
bit. 

As you can scc + the many angles of 
the drill point work together to allow 
the bit to efficiently remove material. 
The material being drilled^ will 
sometimes need a bit of special design. 
If you are drilling manganese steel, as 
in the all famous "cannon ball" safes, 
Lry a. 135 degree point angle with a o lo 
9 degree relief, Use slraight (not 2%) 
"milk" as a cutting fluid. Keep your bits 
^sharp" and don't let the drill "idle" 
(rotaie wiihoul culting) in the hole- 
Most people have a special problem 
with manganese steel ¥ because they 
don't pay atienLion lo the little deiails. 

When you inspect a bit> you will find 
that the hit will wear most at the 
corners. Illustration five shows the 
point of most wear. As Lhc comers of 
the bit break down, die wear will begin 
to extend up the margin and across the 
lip. Heat generated by die dull corners 
of the bit will increase as Lhe drill

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breaks down^ until the cutting edge will 
no longer remove a chip and (he- point 
of the bit nidls. By sharped tig the bil 
as soon as it begins to show signs of 
breaking down, you will he able to 
restore ihc cutting edge without 
removing a great deal of material. This 
will save the drill. 

The second advantage Lo restoring 
the cutting edge bci'orc it breaks down 
in the hole is that, when drilling armor 
plate and exotic metals, the heat 
generated by the drill point will not 
"work harden** the materia] being 
drilled. The primary advantage to the 
safe maker or armor plate sleds is that 





rv. The combination hook scal&.'drill 
gauge (lettj, and gauga lor 118 and 135 

d<xjrcL- poinls (rlghl), 

they will harden where you are drilling, 
because of the heat generated by the 
drill poinL A sharp drill gemrnims tfiss 
heal in the hole. Again, don't let your 
driiridlc" in the hole. 

There is no special equipment 
required Lo sharpen drill points. A drill 
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gauge and a good bench grinder will 
allow you to effectively sharpen most 
drills, Photograph six shows two drill 
fiaufies. The combination hook 
seale/drill gauge, on the left, will make- 
grinding the drill point angle relatively 
easy. This drill gauge is for 118 degree 
drill points only, The drill gauge at the 
right has a gauge for 118 degree and 
135 degree points. The drill bil can held 
against the edge of the tool and the 
point [ingle compared to the scale, 
allowing the locksmith to accurately 
gauge the point angle as the bit is being 
sharpened. 

If you think studying the angles and 
faces of the drill poiiU is too 
compjicaled, you might consider 
purchasing a drill sharpening machine. 
Two that 1 can recommend are the 
"Dares" and the "Lisle 4 * machines. 
Either machine will allow you lo 
accurately sharpen drill hits quickly and 
eorrecily wilh very liatle training. They 
are m easy to use as any key machine. 

Drill sharpening can also make a 
profitable add on business, which you 
cam offer to your customers.
